PROPOSED TAX ON RACE TRACK BETTING. 



— The long-looked for 
race track bill, providing for a two-ceiit tax 011 
every dollar wagered on a racti track, to go into the 
state treasury, was introduced in the House of 
Reproseiitativcs by Renrest*ntative Hiitchcraft of 
Paris. Under tlie racing commission law' the race 
tracks are p«‘nnittGd to opi*rate pari-mutuel ma- 
chines through w-hieh wagers are made. The race 
tracks are iH*rmitted to deduct six cents from every 
didlar W’ugered. and this bill proimses to deiluct tw’o 
cents from the six cents for state r«‘venue. It is 
estimated that the bill will bring $350,000 uuuuully.

WHY DO HORSES STAND WHILE SLEEPING? 



Veterinarians Can’t Tell Why They Seldom Lie 
Down — One Died Standing. 



All horses when turned out in p.nstnro nro more 
prone to take tlieir n*st lying down than whmi con- 
fined in stable stalls, but even when prai tieally free 
from human n-straiiit and observation, or any like- 
IHkxkI of danger, they seldom take more than an 
hour «*aeli night in the recnmlieiit iKisition. and that 
period is generall.v indulged in at alwnt midnight. 

A noted veterinarian says: “There are some curi- 

ous facts regarding the disposition of horses in the 
matter of lying down. To a hard-working horse 
reposi* is almost as inneh of a iie<*essit.v as good food 
and water, but. tired as he may Im‘, he is an aiiinml 
very sh.v alnnit l.viiig down. 

“I have known instanees where stablemen de- 
clared that tlie horses in their charge had never 
lM*en known to take rest in that manner, but always 
slept standing. 

“In some of these instanees the animals were con- 
stantly under human watehfuliiess night and day, 
and in otlier <*ast*s the eoneliiKions were arrived at 
lieeause no marks of tin* lM*dding wen* ever found 
niNiii their coats. 

“1 now recjill an instance of a horse th.at stood in 
a stall near the entnuiee of a liver.v stable. No 
one ever saw the animal lying down with a 
IM*riod of fiftei n years, and he finally died stand- 
ing.” 

It is a th«‘orj* — only a vague snpiM>sition — that a 
horse sleeps standing because he fears that insects 
or mice ina.v ereei» np his nostrils. 

A mon.se in the hay at u circus xvill cause every 
ele|)liunt in the collection to hold his trunk aloft, 
plainly indicating that they fear the little creature 
ma.v take refuge in the proboscis. 

It lias always b€s*n said that horses sleep with one 
eye open and are constantly on guard. An Indian 
shod in cotton felt moccasins, practicing all the sly 
arts of his iM*ople, could not, with the wind in liis 
favor, approach a sleeping horse without b«*ing de- 
tected. 

No odds how wear.v a horse may be, his ears are 
constaiitl.v turning and twisting, so tliat their fun- 
nels may catch the slightest unusual noises. 



RACING AT PHOENIX, ARIZ., IN MAY. 



Phoenix, Ariz., April 12. — Running horse racing 
will lx* iiiaugnrateil here in May with the mntnel 
mactiiiM* as the lcgalizt*d form of siH'ciilatioii. so 
sa.vs Cecil De Royts*. who has successfully nego- 
tiated for a lease of the Ux-al Fair Grounds race 
track for five years, the lease to give the promoter 
full ixiwer over the plant with the exception of fair 
dates alread.v advertised. 

In order that western horsemen might be lx*tter 
familiarized at once with plans for the new race 
point. Dt* Royce left for San Diego early today. 
There he will endeavor to arrange for transfer to 
the local tnu*k a large mimlx*r of the horses that 
raced at Tijuana during the 1916-17 meeting recent- 
ly clos<*d. 

Governor limit apixiinted the racing commission 
which will govern all racing in this state. The 
Arizona Racing Commission is similar to and iwt- 
teriicd after the Kentucky board. 

For years the l»hoenix race track has been con- 
ceded by Ixith harness and running liorsemeii to be 
one of the fastest in the country. The foundation 
and lx*d of the course propt*r is similar to that of 
other trotting c-onrses and which usually proves 
exceptionally fast for runners. 



OLD ROSEBUD AND ROAMER TO MEET. 



Old Rosebud and Roamer are at last booked to 
meet. As six-year-olds they pnihably will come 
together in the Kentucky Handicap at Douglas 
Park this spring. Old Rosebud clearly was the 
best as a two-year-old in 1913, but his mishap 
just after his sensational victory in the Kentucky 
IK*rby cut short his three-year-old career. Roamer 
then eame into his own, and the question of what 
woyld have liappened had not Rosebud gone wrong 
was a mooted one. After his long lay-off Old 
Rosebud has come back to make another bid for 
supremacy; and Roamer, too, after a long slump, 
is said to be training as he did of old. Although 
other worthies will be there to vie with these ani- 
mals. the struggle between the two will be of un- 
usual interest.

Lexington. Ky., April 12. — The program liook for 
the Kentucky Assm'iation’s spring meeting of elev**n 
days, beginning April 2S, the handiwork of judge 
William H. Shelly, eame from the ]iress-today and 
was distributed to horsemen at the local tracks this 
aftermx)ii. The iirogram for this meeting calls fora 
seventy -seven ra<vs and carries a distribution o^ 
$49,S00 in added money to stakes and purses. The 
entrance fi*es will make the total distribution some- 
what in ex<*ess of $»U).000. the best that Lexington 
lias ever been able to afford. Glider the rule of the 
State Racing Gomniission. asso<‘iatioiis are ix*rmitted 
to arrange their cards so that the added nioiiev to 
purse races will average $600, but Lexingtoii is 
not permitted to give a purse of less than $.300. 
Ill keeping with this rule, which was formulated 
that cheaix*r and ixiorer horses would not have an 
earning opisirtnnity equal to that of the better 
runners, as was the ease when tlie rule was hard 
and fast to the effect, that there should be no 
pursi* for less than Judge Shelly has so ap- 

jsirtioned the money that there are forty races with

THREE HUNDRED MILE RACE. 



August Belmont Says Sport Should Be Continued 
to Encourage the Breeding Industry.

Riders’ Association Arranging a Notable 
Endurance Test for Next Fall. * * 



Tliat racing would not Im? curtailed and should 
not be was a recent declaration of August Belmont, 
chairman of tJie Jockey C’lnb. 

“It is r.athcr the duty of the racing associations 
than otherwise to keep up racing,” declared Mr. 
Belmont. “I do not see how the declaration of 
W’ar can affect racing, except that it may ser\e 
to low’cr the attendance in a measure. So far as 
racing in itself is concerned, the Isdligcrent nations 
abroad have demonstrated their belief in it through 
its continuance all through the conflict. 

“We are just Is^giiitkyig to get horse breeding 
establislied on a big and commendable scale in 
this country and it would be a great mistake to 
stop racing and tear down now’ Avhat so many 
men have been at so great pains to build up. I 
do not think there should be a single day of 
racing declared off. Even though great crow’ds 
may not b«' able to atteml or take part in the 
siiort, it will be well to e.-.rr.v it on for the good 
of the breeding horses, so nianj’ of which are cer- 
tain to be in big demand.’’ 

2,000,060 Are Sent Abroad. 

Aeeording to figures recently pnlilishcd in con- 
nection with till' exportation of liorses from this 
eonntry to Europe, approximately 2.(KM).0(M) horses 
have been taken out of this eonntr.v and Uauada. 
'Phe greater iMirtimi of th<*so went to England and 
Franee, but of tlie nuiiilH‘r Italy got 190.(MM) and 
Gr-*eee 39. (KM). .Ml these shipments were inadir 

between Oetol»er. 1914. to FVbruary 1 of the present 
year. Gavalry remounts in this eonntry are at a 
big premium, and while autos may take the jdace 
of many horses, there are places where autos can- 
not travel and Avhere the army horse must be 
brought into action. 

.Vfter tlie meeting at Juarez closed several w’ceks 
ago, tliero wen‘ a iinnilK'r of thorouglibreds left at 
the track that were not gisid eiiough to raee and 
scarcely wortli shipping to otlicr distant tracks. 
All of these were immediately grablH»d by United 
States army officers, wlio purchased them for their 
own iiersonal use. bocauso they have found it so 
hard to get suitable mounts in an.v other way. 
In war times this country will rely largely upon tin? 
cavalry for iKirder seivice. and that is where the 
horse is going to be a necessity. From lh<* breed 
of t!io thoroughbred eomi's tiie best cavalry re- 
mounts. 

Uses for Trotting Horse. 

Also tho trotting liorse is going lo liave bis 
usages, for from this bneii eonio the best horses 
in tlie world for tiie transjiort si*rviee of tlie 
army. It will be but ;i short time liefore tlie 
winde country will realize that there are not 
enough horses available for armi needs, and then 
will l>e 'oroiight home the desirability of the do- 
velojMiieut of tlie Uioionghbred as well as tho har- 
ness horse. 

l:i England, (iermaiiy, FTanee and the otlier 
fort'ign count l ies racing lias been carried oa during 
tlie r.ieing season all through' tlie war. Br.ron 
Oppenheim’s stable won more money in stakes 
and ]»urses in Germany last year tlian was won )»y 
any stable in the United States. In I-'rauce 

racing Avas carried oa under government siqier- 
visien. iMM-ause the need w’as known of keiqiing 
up tho interest in the liorse and the breed of the 
thorougfibi-ed. 

In England racing was carried on even during 
the winter mouths, and lids year’s Derby, and 
otiier big events Avil! Ik* run ns usual, ami in that 
I’ountry. as aacII as in tlie otiier EiiroiH*an nations, 
the fact is realized and kejit in mind that it is 
neees^aiy to keep on Avitli racing in order to keep 
ui» the standard of t!ie breed of tie* horse. 

In Ganada racing prosix'red all last year and 
paid in a large reA’cnue to tiie go\ernment. This 
yi*ar it is oxiieeted to Ik* carried on Avitli just as 
big a scale, if not bigger than ever, and the same 
thing is promised for the United States. 



TF.IBUTE TO CANADIAN BREEDING BUREAU. 



Presentation of Spey Pearl by King George Speaks 
Well for Canadians. 



'I’he ]»reseiifatioii of .spoy T’eail. the fiuir-year-old 
stallion by King (ieorge of Eiigl.ind to tlie I’.rccdiiig 
R.iin*.iii of ('anada m'*:iiis volnines of triliute to the 
Gan.'dians. Besides ln'ing a remarkably liandsome 
eoK, Spey I'earl is royally -lired. b*ing the son of 
Spearmint — the great Derby Avinner — and the grand- 
son of Rersiinmon — another Avhieh has bei*u jiro- 
aounced one of the greatest horses England ever 
< laimed. 

Rersimmon Avas regarded almost nnivorsally as 
(he greatest race liorse of hi.; day and as if to prove 
tiiat he was in* freak in raee horse bri'eding ids oavii 
bn lli'r DianmiMl .lubilec. came ba<k and Avon the 
same great ela^<ie impressively in ISMM). .\nd then 
again, botli l*ersimmon and Diamond .lubilec Avere 
among the lK*st in tin* stud of their day and gen- 
eration. 

Rersimmon’s stud trimnpiis liaviug lM*eii achieved 
in E:igl;:ni! and Diamond .Iuhile»*’s in Argentina, 
where for years he lias headed the last of Aviiming 
sires by a wide margin. Spearmint has distinguished 
himself ;is a successful sire in England and iioav 
occupies a proud posirioii among tin* Aviniiiiig sires 
of Great Britain. 

Rersimmon is a sou of St. Simon, a gr’*at race 
hersf atirl universally ratt*d to be the greatest pro- 
gi*iiif<*r of high -<d;iss race iinrscs (o lie found in any 
eouniry. His fame in this r»*s|M*ct i'^ too avcII a:iil 
too Avidely acknow l«‘dged to requin* furtlier eoniinent. 
King George Shows His Appreciation. 

Tho fact tiiat King (Jeorge of Fhiglaiid has pre- 
si*iit'*d this royally-bred colt to the Rr**ediiig Rnreau 
of ('anada speaks for itself. Nearly ten year.; ago 
the Imreau Avas founded. With but little capital at 
tiieir 1-oinmand. (Iicy b *gj;ii by .'^oli« iting stallions 
Avliieh Avere no longer used for racing puriioses, and 
shipping tiiem to Ganada and placing them Avitii 
farmers. avIio would rare for them and iM*rniit them 
to serve eommou marcs at a nominal fee. witli the 
view of i*rodncing s.iddle and eavalr.v hors(*s. At (in* 
same time the.v effecteil an agreement Avitli the 
government to bii.\’ tin* get of these bureau sires for 
military purposes, at least such as were up to tin* 
rc'iuired standard. 

'riu*re AA’ere many fofils Avhieh fell short of the 
standard, but even these disappointments tnrm*d 
out to be strong. Avir.v and eonrageous little felloAvs, 
and they came to Im* acknowledged as AVoiiderfnll.v 
gocil for tiieir size ami Aveight. 'Flie.A' were spirited, 
intelligent, and Avlicn properly handled, docile and 
tractable. At the same time not a fcAV of t!n*se 
lialf-)>i(‘eds. reared on Ganadian farms, proved too 
valuahlo to be sold for the prices Avliicli Averc then 
ruling for cavalrj' horses, and broiiglit liigli prices 
for hunters and fancy saddle horses, so that in time 
an active demand spning up for “Ruremi horses’’ 
and vhe fanners were not long in learning tiiat to 
take advantage of the liberal terms oller€*d them 
through tlie Breeding Bureau sires Avas a good 
paying proiK*sition. 

.Meanwhile the outbreak of the Avorld AA’ar created 
:ui active demand for half-bred horses, and the sliip- 
ment.s from Ganada liegaii to attract favorable notice 
among tiie reuioiints iMiiight for the British army. 
It was found that tliese Canadian half-brcds were 
just what was AA’anted, and as tliey came in l.irge 
nnml)ers. in iiroiMirtion to the territory coven*d by 
the buyers, it was but natural that inquiries were 
iiistitutf*<l as to their origin and Idstorj*. King 
George learned all alsmt it, and tho result Aivas that 
he presented to tlie bureau a elioiee individual and 
u royally-bred one from his own breeding stud. 



BROOKLINE MEETING CALLED OFF. 



Boston, Mass., April 12. — Announcement W’as 
made yesterday by Bayard Tuckerman, Jr., chair- 
man of the iHiard of stcAvards of tlie Country Club, 
that it has been voted to deelan* off the annual 
race meeting scheduled for next Juno 16 and IS 
lieeanse of the A^ar. Considerable surprise was 
manifested at this declaration so far in advance 
of the races, as racing will go on in the motropoli- 
ton district, and the hunt clubs generally are pre- 
paring to carry out their fixtures. It had been 
liretty generally agrimd that the horse plays siieii 
an imimrtaut part in AA’arfare that racing was one 
sjiort that the country could ill afford to do with- 
out. The race course is the real testing ground 
of the horses, and it is from such stock that the 
best army horses are bred. 

It is true that the Brookline races in the last 
few years have not met >rith financial success, and 
the meeting has fre<|iiently lM*<*n wrioiisly handi- 
capped by inclement AA’oather. This, liow’ev’er, was 
not given as the reason, though it undoubtedly had 
some weight after so many members of the Country 
Club liad offered tbeir services to tlie soTeriuneut, 



Under the auspices of the Rough Rulers* Asso- 
ciation and the aliiiniui of the Norwich ITiiversity 
an endurance race for cavalry horses is l>eing ar- 
ranged to take place next full, with the finish 
at Madison *8<iiiare Garden during the week of the 
National Horse Show. Its purpose is to test the 
merits of the various breeds and types of horses 
for militar.v service under conditions as nearly as 
IwssRde like those of actual warfare. The dis- 
tance covered will be about 300 miles, and it is 
<*xpeeted that officers of the regular army and 
the National Guard Avill enter (he raee. 

The idea is to liave teams start from A’arions 
points so as to finish at the Garden on a certain 
date. One team Avill make the ride from Norwich 
1 niversity, at N'ortlifield, Vt., which is just alMiiit 
3(M) miles from Ncav York. For teams representing 
organizations stationed nearer the city an irregular 
i*ourse will be mapped out. so that all may eoA’cr 
the same distance*. Gliecking stations are to lie 
arranged, witli every preeantion to insure substan- 
tial uniformity of perfonnauee among the coniiH't- 
ing eavalr.vmen and their horses. 

Minimum Aveiglits will be preserilx'd and certain 
en*dits given to horses carrying more than the 
miniinum. It is niulerstood, also, that a inarching 
schedule will hi* arranged on tlie basis of practieal 
army service, fast enough to search out the soft 
horses yet sIoav enongli to guard against cruel 
riding, Avliich avHI be not permitted. 

Norwich Only Exclusive Cavalry College. 

Norwich is the only exclusive caA’alry college in 
the United States. It i.s modeled closely after the 
Military Acadeni.v at West I’oint and, asidi* from 
tlie regular collegiate i-ourses. its important Avork 
is to train men wlio can serve as officers in the 
army. Five htindred and sevonty-tAA'o NorAvieh 
men served as oHieers in the Giv:l War, fifty -two 
of them becoming generals, and one, the late 
George Dewey, an admiral. 

-Ml militar.v nun ami lireeders of liorses of the 
military t.vpes Avill he keenly interested in tlie test 
Avliich is being arrauged in coime<tion Avitli this 
year’s Horse SIioav. 'The New York Herald has 
advocated just sueli a race for ten years or more, 

, Avitli a view of pnttiug to (lie test tlie re.il merits 
of the various breeds of liorses wliose aiiniirers have 
made oxiravagaiit claims for Giein. If measures are 
♦ ikeii to ascertain and \erif.v the breeding of the 
hor.sos i*ntered in the <*ontest it sliouhl throw much 
iie**(lcd light on tiie disputed question, “What horse

Avas tlie sin* of Halcyon, so that she 
is inlired to Maidan. linazada. the sire of King- 
fisher. is a pure .\rab. 

After his e\prrienee in Mexieo, Major 'ronipkiiis

Rodo Doncaster to Victory in the Epsom Derby and 
Ranked as a Great Rider. 



'I’lie death oi-cum*l at Eastboiiriie Maivli 27 of 
Fred Webb, one of tin* greatest jockt*ys of tlic era 
during wiiieh sucii fine liorsemeu as .Vicher. 'I’oin 
Gannon. Wood and Fordham also floiirlshed. 'filie 
deceased was in Jiis sLvt.v- third year. He gained his 
first experience of raee riding at Newmarket, and 
so lon.g ago as isqp n>de as liglit weight and second 
jo<-U(*.v to Matthew Dawson’s stable. Snc4es.ses 
quickly caiiK* his wa.v. as ilnring that season la* won 
till* Stewards’ Gup on Fichu, ami the Gesarewitcii on 
Glierie. 

In till* latter race his Aveight was oiiI.a’ 77 pounds, 
bill Avhen he won the same rae«* twi*iity o!ie .vears 
later 0:1 Xhecn it was 12S iioumls. In his later .Aeais 
in tiie saddle he had. imleeil, the greatest diffi- 
cult.v in keeping his Aveigiit down. Dni’iiig one 
winter his weiglit Avent up to 154 iKiunds. but he 
Avas able to go to scale at tlie Lincoln Siiriiig meet- 
ing at 122 ponud-s. 

Webb was a rcmarkabl.v pow<*rfuI jocke.v. and was 
.gen Tall.A’ ackiioAvledged to lie the strougi*st finisher 
of his da.v. Ill ls73 he Av**n the Derby on .lames 
Merr.v’s Doncaster. It Avas a “cliance mount.” 
RolMTt Reck engaging liini on the moriiiiig of the 
raee. owing to tin* stable’s .jockey not iiaving turned 
up (o ride the Imrse at inoniing exercise. Gnrioiisly 
enough Weldi liail dreamed tin* previous night that 
he liad ridden the winiieV, though at the time he hail 
not a mount in the race nor aiqiarently tlie prospi*ct 
of om*.

Oil tl:r.*e otiier occasions Webli caim* near to 
Avinning tlie great raee. In issi Archer, on the 
.\nit*i’ican-bred Irixiiiois. tM*at him a !uilf length 
on IVn grille, and two .A’ears lat‘*r G. Wmid on St. 
Blaise just got tlie better of liini on Highland Gliief. 
Webb was alw;iys of the opinion, liowever, that he 
really Avon tlie raee on that occasion by about a 
lii*ad. 

In 1SS5 M'cbb again iiartli'ipated in a thriiling 
finish for flu* raee, .\rcher on Melton !A«*ating liini 
a head oil the 'Fwo 'riioiisaml iKiineas Aviniier Para- 
dox. Webb woii the 'i'wo 'riimisaml mi IVregrine, 
and important handicap siu’ces.ses, apart from tliosc* 
alrc*ad.v mentoiied, imlmled tlie Git.v and Suburban 
on Digb.v (iraml. the Ganibridgeshire on I'lorence, 
tlie “.iubilce” on Minting, and tlie Stew’ards’ ('up 011 
Ixiwland (’hief. 'I'lie same .vear he won the Guineas 
on Peregrine Webb also finisiied foiirtli in the Grand 
National on Tlie Scot. 

When later lie turned his attention to training 
We’nb also met Avith considerable success. He sue- 
eeeded S. G. i’iekc*ring as trainer to Mrs. I.aagtr.v 
(now latd.v de Bathe), and won several imiiortant 
races with the Iior.ses the celebrated actress im- 
I>ortv*d from t!ie antipodes. He prepared M<*rmaii 
to win the CesareAVitch. Ascot Gold Gup and Gmsl- 
AVCKid Gup. and Brayliead the I^iA’eriiool Summer Cup. 
Subseiiueutly Webb Avent abroad, and trained at 
Alag, in Hungary, for several .vears, returning to 
Fingland aixmt eigliteen inontlis l>efon* the Avar broke 
out. Welib AA’as also u capable all-roiimJ athlete. — • 
Loudon $i>ortiiig. Life.

Some Favor Splitting Handicaps. 

The Harford Handicap is an event wliiidi conhl 
well In* sjdit. as has been suggested by some folk. 
Mr. A’osliurgli h;is alwa.vs favored siditting handi- 
eaps, esjiei-iall.v overnight purses, to provide more 
iiione.v lor liandicaii Jiorses and create further in- 
terest. 

“It would be far better.” sai«l one horseman in 
the Joikey ('Iul> ofliee tisla.v. “to see all horses 
down to 108 pounds, run in on<* end of the race and 
those below in the second lialf. the association add- 
ing siifTii ient to make it wortli while, ainl substi- 
tuting the second half of the race for one of the 
iheaper ra<-es lanlcd. 

'i’lie argument has nun li merit, but it would be 
an innovation to 1 m* thouglit <»ut by tin* nianage- 
iiient before a«'tioii. It would not 1 m* the first time 
a liaiidi«*ap lias been split. 'I’lie idea was miicli 
favored tliirty .vears :igo. 'Fhe priinipal argnment 
in its favor is that it gives handica)i liorses more 
• qqiortiinity to win rai-es and tliercby onhaines 
their value. 'I'liis natur.illy applh*s to horses tliat 
are a trifle too g«MMl to be classed as selling jdaters, 
whose e:irniiig ca)»a«ity as liandieap horses is 
lessmied on tliat account. 

Overnight handi<’aps are jnit on to supply tin* 
needs of tills el.'is-. <»f horse, but for soiiK* reason 
they do not quite conn* up to the demand. 

Will Be Tried out at Some Tracks. 

Splitting liandicaps is sure to bo discussed at 
some traiks this year if they fill in ainnniar.ei*. 
which seems iiroliablc, owing to the large iiuiiiImm* 
of t!iree-y<*;ir-olds in training. Selling raees ;irc 
freqmntly split ami good contests result. Ilaudicap 
horses arc of greater v.ilue than selling platers, 
are supposed to be, lienee it is only in line with 
fairness tliat tliey should Im* given more earning 
possibilities. 

r. Edw.irds, secretar.v of tlie Jamaica tra<*k. 
is convinced hy applications for stalls tliat tlicn 
will be no shoit:igc of horses at any track tliis .vear. 

“Jamaica will li;iv>* more than it can Iniiise ami 
of tliat I am i.ositivc.” said he. “It will not Im' 
surprising to me to see selling races overflow witli 
entries, as m.in.v rmes for tlin*e-year-olds ex 
clusively will <ut quite a figure in the programs, 
’i'his f.act will sluit out many of the selling r.-wes 
in tlie h«M»ks of conditions. At the saim* time it 
will elevate the class of liorsi s racing on tlie larger 
traiks as the clieaper article will he driven to the 
less important racing uistitntions. Patrons of rac- 
ing, !to4vt‘ver. like goo<l-sizcd fields and thep* is 
no ipiestioii tlieir apiM'tiles will Im* appeased this 



EARLY RACING OF THE TWO -YEAR -OLDS. 

Some Australian Comment on Our Rule Penalizing 
Those Raced Prior to April. 



In .America the r.iclng of two-year-olds iM-fon 
April 1 of this year on tracks under tlie supervision 
of tlie J(»ckey Club iias been banvd. and a similar 
course lias lM*en d«M ided uimui b.v Keiitm-k.v <-liibs 
wliich .siemingl.v <Jo not come under Joikey I’lii!) 
rules — and in t'anada. Despite tiiis. some of tlu 
-\nM*rieau clubs have held two-.vear-old ra<*es from 
January 1. as in the jiast. and it was tnticipated 
alMiut 2(K) yoiuigsters Avmild conn* iiud(*r tlie ban. 

In Austr.ilia owners setting the ruling bodie.s ,at 
defiam-<* woiihi in conjunction with their liorses. be 
disqualified but in America tliey do things differ- 
eiitl.v. Owners offending ag.iinst the rule referred 
to are not punished, and the disqualification for rac 
ing earlier than April 1 only applies to the youngs 
ters during tiieir two-year-old careers. As three- 
.v«*ar-olds tiiey 4-an race under .loi-key (’Iiib rules, as 
if notiling had happened, and next year a deal of 
interest will attach to the meeting of liorses which 
started in January of this season witli tlioso who.si 
earliest app<*arance as two-.vear-olds was not until 
April. It is not improbahle tliat some of the early 
Iieginning youngsters will have a sliglit pull over 
the otliers in one resiH*ct. The two-year-old com 
ineming in January is likely to get a longer rest 
l)»*fore it is three years (dd than the one which does 
not start until April, and will in consequence be 
racing later in its first season. 

It ina.v be reasonable to assume that the two- 
.ve:ir-old. wliudi is raced at the earliest iKissible 
ojiportiiuit.v, will deteriorate sfHiner as a race horse 
tlian till* one given gre.-iter time in whieh t<i ma- 
ture. but it (‘annot be said tliis ide:i always works 
out correctlj*. 

Australian Horses Wliich Raced Early. 

V.urious prominent Australian raee horses sLarted 
as siMiii as the rules iiennitted as two-.vear-olds. 
ami notwithstanding tliat. were nicing anil winning 
over long distances when they were five years old. 
Those jieople wlu> are not oi>i>os<*d to early two- 
year-old rai'ing also iKiint out tliat most of our 
lM*st thn*e-year-olds of recent .vears have b<*en 
liorses wliiili showc'd form in the spring as two- 
year-olds. and contend that earl.v tuition as a gal- 
loper is in most eases productive of better results 
tliaii to wait until a horse' is nearly three, and less 
adaptable. 

Some of Australia’s best stayers have lieen liorses 
which did little racing earl.v in tlieir careers, Imt 
tlie fact also reui.ains tliat several prominent at tlie 
present time were tniined some muntlis liefore they 
were aetu.ill.v two years old, and were raced early 
in the spring. For instance. Woorak, our greatest 
sprinter, wlio is now five years old, won in the 
spring as a two-.vear-old, jind (’arlita, Australia’s 
lM*st mare, and a rattling sta.v<*r, was raced as 
early as i>ossible. It was the same with Setigne. 
and Wolaroi. Australia’s best tliree-.vear-old, was 
another earl.v beginner. oiM*niiig Ids winning account 
in the Australian Jockey Gliib’s Breeders Plate. 
On the other liand, Patrobas, wliicli probably now 
represents top weight- for-age form at middle dis- 
tances, was not seriously trained as a two-year- 
old, nor were Kaiidos or I’lva’s Isle, others of the 
Ix'st of our older division over a journey. “It 
deiionds niK)n tlie horse,” is the way a leading 
Sydney trainer sums it up. Tliat is to say, one 
.voungstor will thrive on work that would quickly 
break up anottier. However, in these days of big 
two and tliree-year-uhl pri»*s in Australia, most 
owners would sooner have their .yearling pureluises 
tried early than put b.v until tliey were tlirt'e years 
old. or near it, even if that coiirs<* might tend to 
lengthen their days of racing usefulness. — Sydney 
Referee. 



MIDWAY 'WINNING MANY ADMIRERS. 



Louisville, K.v., April 12. — Trainer W. J. Young 
is wearing a complacent smile these fine spring 
days and it is mainly due to the splendid manner 
in wliich his colts, Midway and Treviseo, are tak- 
ing their Derby training. Both colts have got to 
that stage where they can be sent a mile and 
they already have traversed this distance in credit- 
able time. Midway is winning friends every day 
by his work, while I'revisco, the only Irish-bred 
colt in the list of eligibles, is not without ad- 
niin*rs. 

Those who have seen Midway in his work hang 
to the belief tliat be will be a stayer. They also 
l>oint to his re<*ord as a two-year-old, and his 
last public appearance last fall, in a race at the 
Downs, when he carried 124 imiinds, and won at a 
mile in 1:40. Any two-year-old that can do this 
in the fall is bound to improve in his three-year- 
old form, the colt’s adniin'ts declare. The fact 
that he was slow to show his best form last year 
and tliat he did not find his speeil until the fall, 
when he won four consecutive races, is another 
augury in Midway’s favor.

Anel here driver Murtem has told in the fewest 
words, the real reason for horse racing throiigtieuit 
the worlel. None of those wlio do ne»t go to races 
know it; anel of those who do go but few rt*alize 
or reflec-t on it. But these sliurtc-oniings in no way 
affect the everlasting principle, that it is tlie spirit 
that matters. Lacking the spirit of the thoreuigli- 
brecl, an uninial, a man, or a whole pc*ople bc'come 
degenerate. They may prosper in material things, 
blit it is iMissible for a coiumunlt.v to be pemr in tlie 
things that are greater tlian material riclies. The 
mean of spirit submit to oppression, nml suffer 
easily the loss of the most valuable possessions. 

Test of the Race Course. 

The courage, the enclurnnce. the heart that admit 
no defeat are developed and determined in the horse 
by one, and only one, method — the test of the race 
<*oiirse. In the time of mortal stress the cold- 

blooded and the coward, man or beast, fails, but the 
thoroughbred ever struggles on. For tlie iiossc'ssion 
of that saving blood the buyers of the Russian, 
French and German governments laid down for- 
tunes in tlie purchases of winners of Eugbuitl’s gn*at 
races in the days before the war, and will do so in 
days to come. 

Continental governments long ago, read tlie lesson 
of history which Prof. Rawlinson puts into these 
words : 

“Since the days of the Assyrians the predomi- 
nance among the nations of the earth has been co- 
incident, with and, in large measure, d<*pondent 
ujion the possession of the best horsc*s.” 

And the blessing of driver Murton of the Canadian 
Field Artillery on the horse of thoronghbrcNl ances- 
try, fighting such fights as the world never saw 
before, is the voice of one who kiiows.-*-Toronto 
Globe.
